The Association adjourned to listen to the preaching of 
the Introductory Sermon. Benediction by the Moderator, 

The Introductory Sermon was preached by Elder (, P. 
Sheppard, after which the congregation participated in re- 
freshments. 

The Association convened in the house at 2 o’clock P.M., 
and after singing, prayer was offered by Bro. J. P. Culpep-

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REPORT ON SOUTHERN BAPTIST THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


Your committee commends most heartily our Seminary 
located in Louisville, Ky., to the tavorable consideration, 
patronage and \support of our Southern Baptists. It is our 
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institution, and supplies one of our greatest needs—that of 
an educated ministry. It does not make preachers, but 
simply educates those whom God calls, if they will go there 
and study. Everything studied there throws light directly 
or indirectly on Scripture interpretation ° or practica 
Christianity. 

The Seminary is under the management of the wisest and 
noblest of men. Itis firmly established and will this'year com- 
plete the main building which will supply the needs of the 
Seminary in this respect for many years to come. 

It has three cours: of study besides special studies: 1st. 
The Pastor’s Course, one year. 2d. The English Course, 
which requires two sessions for completion. 3d. The Full 
Course, including Hebrew and Greek, requiring three years 
for completion. It is a school tor the poor as well as the 
rich. ‘ 

It bas an endowment, the interest of which is sufficient 
to meet the current expenses, so that tuition is free to all. 

There is also conneeted with the Seminary a student's 
fund. kept up by voluntary contributjons, out of which such 
students as need it may receive help —some having their 
board paid tor the entire session—and by this means the 
Seminary is accessible to almost all classes, The attendance 
during the last year was the largest and most ‘prosperous 
the Seminary ever had. 

Bretbren, we ought to. look out men whom we believe are 
called of God and induce them to go to the Seminary, and 
then help support them while there. and thereby help them 
to preach the Gospel to us and help the Master’s cause.

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. 


Your Committee on Ministerial Support would submit the 
following : 

The question of Ministerial Support, in many of our 
country churches has become a matter of grave importance. 
Not that they are actually sustaining the ministry better 
than in the past, but rather because ithas become a matter 
of discussion among the brethren. It is needless to say 
that the pastor who has the hearty support of his churches, 
and whose whole time is spent in preparation for his ser- 
vices, will be more effectual in his work, and his churches 
enjoy a greater degree of prosperity than with the minister 
who is compelled, from want of this support, to labor five 
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days in the week for the maintenance of himself and family: 

The church that would rise to the height of its privilege 
and enjoy the full measure of God’s blessings, must sustain 
its pastor that his whole time be spent in ministering unto 
the church. 

If we asa denomination would keep pace with the times, in 
Christianity, the world, we must more effectually prepare our 
ministry for the best work. The hands of the old ministers 
are to be held up. The young must be educated,to the needs 
of the times, or we must see our churches languishing in the 
race. Time is too precious now for our ministry to work 
out an education by slow degrees as they have’ in days 
gone by. 

The progress of the times is too great, the hosts of Satan 
too mighty tor the churches to overcome with an unsustained 
and an incompetent ministry. 

Therefore, the laboring ministry must be sustained by the 
churches, that they may be built up by their continued pas- 
toral services. The young ministers must be educated and 
tully prepared for work according to the pressing demands 
of the times. 


To do this, Christains must give of their means. They 
must realize that the ministry fully sustained is the effectual 
instrument in God’s hands in carrying out the last and great 
command of our blessed Saviour, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the Gospel to every creature,” Preachers are 
God's teachers, and they dare not teach blindly. Time must 
be consumed in preparation. They must eat and wear as 
other men do. Then the churches must supply the deficiency 
or continue to merit the just condemnation of a long for- 
bearing God upon themselves and their posterity. 

Could we but fully realize‘the fact that all we have belongs 
to God,'and that He requires a portion of it at our hands 
for the advancement of Christ’s kingdom ; could we but 
fully realize the meaning of the Scripture, which says, “It is 
more blessed to give than to receive,” and that God loves a 
cheerful giver, then would we come with our offerings and 
the ministry be fully sustained, and our churches be built up 
and God’s blessings encompass the land.

RERORT ON PUBLICATIONS. 





Your Committee on Publications beg leave to submit the 
tollowing : 

Our growth as Christians in intellectual and spiritual cul- 
ture is dependent upon the character of the literature we 
read, ; 

Pure air and wholesome tood, are necessary to our physi- 
cal development, so also sound and healthful literature is 
necessary for our moral and spiritual development. 

The question what shall we read,and what shall we study, 
are questions of deep concern. Inspiration speaks by com. 
mands, saying, study to show thyself approved unto God ; 
a workman that needeth not be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. The importance of studying and read. 
ing God’s word is implied in the value of the soul, and of 
divine authority. 

Ot course the Bible is the first of all books—the source 
of Law, Truth and Grace. 

Jesus says, search the Scriptures for in them ye think ye 
have eternal life, and they are they that testify of me. There 
is no occupation or calling that does not require study. 
Neither can our churches be aggressive without an intelli- 
gent membership; therefore we should fill our minds with the 
good things that are constantly issued from the press of our 
denomination, that we may be armed and equipped for the 
work that lies out before us in meeting the enemy of truth. 

Again, we should look well to the God-giyen work of 
training our children ; we should see that the literature read 
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by them is pure and tree from skeptic 
as put aside every book and paper th 
not elevate and refine. 

As Baptists we are a peculiar people ; with 
views peculiar to ourselves.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS,

have steadily grown. One 
come into active 
Convention Board. 


2d. We deem it necessary to give an Outline of the work- 
ings of the Conventional Board. It having o Correspond- 
ing Secretary, whose work has been to gO among the 
churches and Associations, Preaching the Sospel, giving in- 
formation with reference to the work, ete., by sending out 
taithful men to preach the Sospel and organize churches in 
destitute places ; by uiding feeble churches at important 
centres of Population and influence, in Securing and sup- 
porting efficient pastors ; by employing men as evangelists 
to aid pastors in special meetings ; to remove and develop 
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weak and declining churches by sending out missionary and 
Sunday School colporteurs to distribute Bibles, tracts and 
other religious and denominational literature, and to in- 
struct and establish Sunday Scheols. The Board has sought 
to promote the usefulness, activity and liberty of our Bap- 


tist women by encouraging the formation of Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Societies. 


We at once see that system is necessary to succeed in 
every department of our work, and nowhere is it more 
needful than in our benevolence. Practical common 
sense agrees with Scripture in saying we must have stated 
times for every one to lay by him in store as God has pros- 
pered him. We have made daring the past Associational 
year a greater stride towards systematic benevolence than 
ever before, and the results have been gratifying in a very 
high degree. A contribution trom every member within 
the bounds of this Associational territory to every object 
fostered by the Association, is the motto of our present sys- 
tem. Surely it will take time to accomplish this, but it 
can be done, and, brethren, for the Master's honor it must 
be done. \ 


The work must de done, too, in its details by the pastors 
and members of the churches. Our Secretary must spend 
much of his time in his office, and even when on the field, 
he must organize the forces rather than take up collections. 
The matter ot collecting then is thrown back upon the 
churches, where Paul, the greatest and wisest of all agents, 
put i, when he said that there be no gathering when I 
come. The contributions of our churches to missions, both 
State and foreign, have largely increased since this Board 
was organized, and it is a tact worthy of special mention, 
that this increased mission spirit among our people has 
been in the main most fully developed among those churches 
and Associations which have co-operated heartily with the 
State Board. 


The work assigned to this Board is of very great impor- 
tance. The entire western portion of our Conventional ter- 
ritory bordering on the Mississippi river, from Memphis to 
the Gulf, is mostly a mission field, In this field are some 
of the most prominent cities in our State. There are many 
towns and villages along our lines of railroad where our 
brethren are too weak to support the preaching of the gos- 
pel. With a little help for a year or so these churches will 
become not only self-supporting, but also liberal contribu- 
tors to all our denominational enterprises. Then, again, 
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there are many country fields where large and influential 
churches can be gathered by missionary labor. 

We would recommend especially that the delegates of the 
respective churches torming this Association would leave 
nothing undone in their efforts to carry into effect through 
their prayers and means the great and grand work of mis- 
sions.

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REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


Your Committee on Home Missions beg leave to submit 
the following : 

Ten years ago the Convention, then in session at Green- 
ville, South Carolina, decided to remove the Board from 
Marion, Alabama, to Atlanta, Georgia. It was then in a 
critical condition, and the future seemed wrapped in gloom, 


abd that on the east was by no means united. How to 
unite this territory add get it in working order was then 
the question. The undertaking seemed almost hopeless, yet 
holy men of God did undertake the work. Some of the re- 
sults we can see, but the full fruition of their work eternity 
alone can tell. 

During the past ten years the Board has employed 2,692 
missionaries. constituted 2,290 churches, organized 2117 
Sunday Schools, built 640 houses of worship, secured 67,169 
additions to the cburch, and expended $1,320,000. This is 
not a bad report for ten years’ labor. Especially is this 
true when we consider the circumstances under which it ¥ 
was commenced. 

The work is growing, and the needs tor miore work and 
larger contributions are increasing. The Home Board has 
for its field of labor the home fieid. This comprises our 
Own country, together with the island of Cuba. In our own 
country there is a large foreign element. Every year this 
foreign element is increasing. Germans, Swedes and Chi- 

i » $0 that there is great dan- 
ger that unless we Christianize them they will Romanize 
us. Besides this, most of our large cities are cesspools of 
vice and crime. Our work in these needs to be strengtb- 
ened. The more plainly will this be seen when we con- 


sider that these cities are destined to be centres of influence. 
peo- 


Along the frontiers and the mountainous districts the 
ple are largely Baptistic, but they need to brought up to a 
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realization of Christian duty. If we do not go in and pos- 
sess the field others will. | 

Then there stands at our Own door the colored man, We 
know his history and his tenets. We cannotignore his needs, 
It has been practically demonstrated that he is capable of a 
higher life. He is ever ready to hear instructions from the 
white man, and we need consecrated men to go among them 
and teach them the Bible. This will make better citizens of 
them. t 
Thon there is the Indiah—the man whom our fore- 
fathers pushed out from his forest home—calling to us for 
the bread of eternal life; soithat really from every quarter 
comes the Macedonian cry, “Come over and help us.” What 
shall be done? The men can be found if the means can be 
raised. ' Shall the means be raised? This question our great 
brotherhood must answer. If we could all be brought up 
to a realization of our duty, the work forthe next year could 
be more than double what it has been for the past year.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


By Foreign Missions, as distinguished from State and 
Home Missions, is meant mission work in foreign lands, as 
China, Japan, Africa, Italy, Brazil, and Mexico; and by mis- 
sion work is meant simply preaching the Gospel to people 
who have it not. 

The preaching of the Gospel among the heathen differs in 
nothing from the preaching of the Gospel here, except that 
itis made more difficult to get at the people on account of 
their ignorance, superstition and prejudice. It is not neces- 
sary to argue that the heathen are lost without the Gospel. 
Certainly the heathen are sinners, and therefore are already 
lost and must remain so unless they are saved. The question 
then is, how are they to be saved? If we hold to the Baptist 
hobby, “Sticking to the Bible,” we find in Acts, 4:12, Neither 
is there salvation in any other, for there is none other name 
under heayen given among men whereby we must be saved. 
Eph., 2.08, By grace are ye saved through faith. Faith in 
Christ Jesus, of course. Romans, 10-14. How then shall 
they believe in him of whom they have not heard? So then 
they must hear the Gospel which is the power of God unto 
the salvation of every one that believeth. 
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Now, brethren, here it is: the nations are lost without the 
Gospel. If they are saved they must have the Gospel. If 
they have the eo somebody must preach it to them, and 
in order for some ody to preach it to them they must be

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION, 


We believe that ministers are called of God to the special 
work of Preaching the Gospel. Men do not choose for 
themselves the preaching of the gospel ; neither are they set 
apart by any institution of learning. ButGod calls and men 
must make the preparation. 

Education is Power, and we deem it necessary for every 
one who would become a power for good, that he be educa. 
ted, more especially Baptist ministers. Inasmuch as we 
embrace the-Higer Doctrines of the Bible, such as Election 
and Predestination, Universal Atonement, Limited Redemp- 
tion, these things are hard to understand, and liable to be- 
come a stumbling block to the unlearned ; hence the neces- 
sity of an educated ministry, that the way of Salvation be 
made plain—that the wayfaring man, though a fool, need 
not errtherein. There has been a great forward movement 
in our Baptist ranks within the last twenty years, which is 
largely attributable to the advancement that has been made 
along the line of Ministerial EB 
Mississippi to-day owe their leadership to Mississippi Col- 
lege and other ministerial schools. It is true that he who 
would instruct must supercede in knowledge those to whom 
he would give instruction, and as this is a day of educa- 
tional and intellectual development, the man who would 
preach to the rising generation must of necessity be educated, 
and as Mississippi College has done so much for the Baptists of 
the State we most heartily recommend it as an institution 
worthy of patronage, and most hearty support, and also re- 
commend that our churches seek out their worthy young 
men who are called of God, and send them there to be edu- 
cated.

REPORT ON INTEMPERANCE. 


Your committee to whom was refered the subject of In. 
temperance, beg leave to report that they have given to this 
subject the serious thought and investigation which the 
were able to command, and submit the following with the 
earnest desire that it may inspire us with more active and 
persistent effort to Suppress the evils of intemperance, In 
@ general survey of this question we recognize and happily 
greet the fact that aggressive movements on higher planes 
of organized efforts have been made all along the lines of 
temperance workers, which should be a source of great satis. 
faction to Christian civilization. We also realize that the 
various Christian denominations under the inspiration of 4 
more comprehensive convietion, are giving great promin- 
ence to a question as how to more effectually abate the evils 
of intemperance. The Woman's National Temperance 
Union is deine a marvelous work in creating a healthy public 
sentiment in this direction. The various other Temperance 
orders are moving up on higher grounds, and more effectual 
action. Theonly possible “ommon-sense remedy against this 
crime-producing monster is the systematic organization and 
application of all moral, religious, political and legal forces, 
combined together with the mental training of the coming 
generation on the evils ot intemperance. This is the only 
effectual way of doing away with drunkenness. Let every 
school be a Seminary of Temperance. Every child should 
be taught the physieal and pathological effect of alcohol. 
Teachers should be required by law to show the evils which 
are produced by even moderate doses of this insidious mon- 
ster. Diagrams carefully prepared, should be used to show 
the inflammation of the stomach after drinking spirituous 
liquors. In other words, every child should be taugbt 
thoroughly the effects of alcohol. When children are taught 
that alcohol is poison, that in immoderate doses it destroys 
the tissues, weakens the digestive organs, impairs the heart’s 
action, and therefore shortena life, then we shall hope for 
the future. To eradicate this monster-evil we must strike at 
the root ; and that can be done most effectually by engratt- 
ing into the text-books of all the public schools the evil 
effects of alcohol upon the human system. a 


It is an alarming fact that although so many agencies have 
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been at work for halt a century, having for their object the 
inculcation of temperance doctrines, the amount of whisky, 
rum, beer and wine consumed is greater now than ever 
before. According %o statistics furnished by census reports, 
the United States consumed in one year thirty million gal- 
lons of wine, four hundred and forty million gallons of beer, 
and seventy-six millon gallons of spirits, making a total of 
five hundred and forty-six million gallions of spirituous 
liquors in one year, or an average of over ten gallons per 
capita of each man, woman and child in our beloved country. 
It is an intolerable burden to the whole people of these 
United States; a blight upon every industry; a leech and a 
vampire sucking the very life-blood out of the nation. 

Think of overa billion dollars as our direct annual drink 
bill, and an equal sum to cover the sad consequences. It is 
a terrible fact, sad enough to make every lover of Christ 
and of humanity weep that the two hundred thousafid grog 
shops and the innumerable blind tigers of this nation are 
doing more to doom the people than all the churches are 
doing to save them.
